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his index, allowing for the lapse of the year 1939 for which there 
was no issue, covers the first hundred volumes (or combined 
volumes) of the journal, known from 1882 until 1965 as the 

Annual Report of the Dante Society, with Accompanying Papers, and since 

1966 as Dante Studies, with the Annual Report of the Dante Society. As in the 

earlier “Index to the Journal of the Dante Society, 1882-1967,” published 

in 1968 (see Dante Studies, Lxxxvi, 165-178), the citation of each issue at 
the main (i.e., author) entry is by volume number, date, and pages. With 

a view of enhancing its usefulness, the present index is furnished with 

somewhat richer cross-referencing than the previous index. Again, the 

index is limited to the various papers of professional interest published 
in the journal.
